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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  MEETING 
March  8,  1973 

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Brentwood, 
County  of  Rockingham,  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified 
to  vote  in  Town  Affairs  held  on  Thursday,  March  8,  1973, 
the  following  business  was  conducted: 

Article  1:  A  motion  was  made  by  C.  Francis  Thorsell, 
Sr.  and  duly  seconded  to  lay  Article  1  on  the  table  until  a 
vote  had  been  taken  on  Article  14.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  2:  A  motion  was  made  by  John  Cummings  and 
duly  seconded  to  table  Article  2.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  3:  A  motion  was  made  by  C.  Francis  Thorsell,Sr. 
and  duly  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote  to  author- 
ize the  establishment  of  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  a  Tax 
Map  of  the  Town  of  Brentwood  and  if  so  voted  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  $4,000.00  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund.  Passed  by  a  standing  vote,  Yes=65.  No=22. 

Article  4:  A  motion  was  made  by  Irving  Cross  and  duly 
seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act 
of  1972,  as  set-offs  against  budgeted  appropriations  for  the 
following  priority  purposes  and  in  the  amounts  indicated; 
Summer  Maintenance  $  4.000.00 

Police  Department  3,500.00 

Fire  Department  3,000.00 

Passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  5:  A  motion  was  made  by  Gilbert  Tuck  and 
duly  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,500.00  to  repair  the  library.  The 
following  amendment  was  made  by  llgonis  Abers  and  duly 
seconded:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $7,500.00,  said  sum  to  be  used  to  relocate 
the  public  library  to  other  town  land  adjacent  to  and  on  the 
westerly  side  of  Swasey  School.  Amendment  voted  in  the  neg- 
ative. A  subsidiary  motion  was  offered  by  Richard  Chamber- 
lain and  duly  seconded  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  to  study  the  needs  and  requirements  of  the 
library  and  submit  a  report  at  the  next  town  meeting.  Sub- 
sidiary motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 
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Article  6:  A  motion  was  made  by  C.  Francis  Thorsell, 
Sr.  and  duly  passed  to  indefinitly  postpone  Article  6.  Passed 
by  voice  vote. 

Article  7:  A  motion  was  made  by  James  Fralic  and 
duly  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  would  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $3,000.00  to  replace  hose  for  the  Fire 
Department.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  8:  A  motion  was  made  by  James  Fralic  and  duly 
seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  additional  moniters  and 
batteries  for  the  Fire  Department.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  9:  A  motion  was  made  by  Walter  Small  and  duly 
seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $113.58  to  join  the  N.H.  Municipal  Asso- 
ciation. Defeated  by  voice  vote. 

Article  10:  A  motion  was  made  by  Irving  Cross  and 
duly  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $150.00  to  be  paid  to  the  Volunteer 
Firemens'  Association  for  the  Towns  use  of  the  Firehouse 
hall.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  11:  A  motion  was  made  by  Irving  Cross  and 
duly  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  Town  expenses,  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
Passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  12:  A  motion  was  made  by  llgonis  Abers  and 
duly  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  and  convey  a  certain  parcel  of  backland 
situated  off  Route  111A  and  known  as  Robinson  land.  Said 
land  was  acquired  by  Tax  Collectors  Deed,  Said  land  to  be 
sold  by:  private  sale,  at  public  auction  or  by  sealed  bids,  as 
the  Selectmen  may  deem  most  advisable.  An  amendment  was 
made  by  C.  Francis  Thorsell,  Sr.  and  duly  seconded  that  the 
last  sentence  read:  "Said  land  to  be  sold  by  sealed  bids  to  the 
highest  cash  bidder  prior  to  December  31,1973."  An  amend- 
ment to  the  amendment  was  made  by  Irving  Cross  and  duly 
seconded  that  the  Selectmen  shall  have  the  right  to  reject 
any  and  all  bids.  The  amendments  and  the  main  motion  as 
amended  passed  by  voice  vote. 
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Article  13:  A  motion  was  made  by  Irving  Cross  and 
duly  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote  to  change  the 
mathod  of  paying  the  Tax  Collector,  as  provided  March  13, 
1962,  to  $400.00  per  year  plus  $1.50  per  tax  bill.  Passed  by 
voice  vote. 

Article  14:  A  motion  was  made  by  Irving  Cross  and 
duly  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote  to  have  all 
property  valuations  published,  with  all  abatements  indicated, 
and  distributed  with  the  tax  bills.  An  amendment  was  made 
by  Irving  Cross  and  duly  seconded  that  volunteer  help  be 
found  to  compile  and  publish  said  list.  The  amendment  and 
the  main  motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  1  taken  off  the  table:  A  total  budget  of  $84, 
819.64  plus  the  amounts  passed  in  the  preceding  articles  was 
passed  by  voice  vote  after  an  item  by  item  discussion. 

Article  15:  A  motion  was  made  by  John  Cummings  and 
duly  seconded  that  the  meeting  adjourn  at  10:35  p.m.

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  this  report  from  March  1973 
to  December  1974.  Town  Road  Aid  monies  were  spent  on 
Prescott  Road  With  approximate  matching  funds  from  the 
Towns  Summer  Maintenance  budget. 

Highway  Subsidy  Funds  were  used  to  rebuild  River 
Side  Drive  from  Route  107  to  the  Fremont  line,  Kadre 
Road  from  Riverside  Drive  to  Old  Danville  Road,  Lake  Road, 
a  section  approximately  800'  long  and  a  section  of  Rowel! 
Road,  approximately  500'  long.  The  gravel  sections  of  Row- 
ell  Road  were  worked  on  during  the  muddy  season. 

Oil  treatment  was  applied  to  Scrabble  Road  from 
Lynches  to  Prescott  Road,  Prescott  Road,  the  full  length, 
Deerhill  Road  from  North  Road  to  Sanborn  farm  and  Haigh 
Road  from  Route  111A  to  the  bridge.  A  one  inch  layer  of 
hot-top  was  applied  to  Michael  Bennett  Road  and  on  Mill 
Road  from  Route  107  to  the  bridge. 

A  bridge  inspection  was  made  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Bridge  Crew  and  by  Rose,  Goldbert  &  Associates. 
A  complete  report  will  be  available  at  the  annual  town 
meeting. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  working  for  you  and  I  am  look- 
ing forward  to  serving  you  again.

We  come  to  the  end  of  another  year  with  Library  work 
which  is  just  as  gratifying  as  ever.  We  have  bocrowed  834 
books  from  the  Bookmobile  and  many  from  the  Exeter 
office  and  the  State  Library,  We  have  bought  reference  books, 
non-fiction  and  fiction  in  adult,  youth,  children  and  pre- 
school ages.

SYNOPSIS  of  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
FOREST  FIRE  LAWS  and  REGULATIONS 
FIRE  PERMITS 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This 
means  household  waste  burning  even  if  in  a  barrel,  grass  burn- 
ing, garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burning  in  clearing  opera- 
tion. Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be  prior  to 
9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 

EXCEPTIONS  FIRE  PERMITS 

Commercial   and    industrial   burning  is  allowed  during 
the   day   with  permission  of  the  district  chief    and  permit 
from  the  fire  warden. 

Household  waste  burning,  with  a  permit  is  on  rainy  days 
between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property 
on  notification  of  the  warden.  On  others  property  with  writ- 
ten permission  from  owner  and  notification  of  the  warden. 
The  warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  intended  in  a  hazardous 
area.  Permits  are  not  needed  in  a  public  camp  or  picnic 
grounds  where  a  fireplace  has  been  built  for  this  purpose. 

PRECAUTIONS 

Always  clean  a  space  about  any  open  fire  to  prevent 
its  spread.  Never  burn  in  dry  windy  weather. 

Burn  preferably  late  in  the  day  and  check  your  fires 
the  next  day. 

In  time  of  high  fire  danger  all  permits  will  be  cancelled,

The  meeting  was  opened  at  7:43  p.m.  by  Mr.  Donald 
Pailes,  chairman  of  the  School  Board,  in  the  absence  of  both 
the  Moderator  and  School  Clerk.  Nominations  for  Moderator 
Pro-Tem  were  called  for.  Sandra  Thorsell  nominated  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Vahey  who  was  duly  elected  and  sworn  in.  He  called  for 
nominations  for  School  Clerk  Pro-Tem.  Mr.  Alfred  Jensen 
nominated  Elizabeth  Dodge  who  was  duly  elected  and  sworn 
in.

Article  6.  Mr.  Jensen  moved  and  was  seconded  that  the 
School  District  of  Brentwood  exclude  from  the  plan  service  in 
any  class  or  classes  of  positions  of  election  officials  or  elec- 
tion workers  for  a  Calendar  quarter  in  which  the  remunera- 
tion for  each  service  is  less  than  fifty  dollars  ($50.00).  The 
motion  was  voted  on  and  passed. 
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Article  7.  Mr.  Pailes  moved  and  was  seconded  that  the 
School  District  of  Brentwood  authorize  the  School  Board  of 
Brentwood  to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  School  District  of 
Brentwood  the  necessary  agreement  with  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  to  carry  into  effect  the  plan  and  to  see  if  the 
School  District  of  Brentwood  will  designate  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Supervisory  Union  No.  16  as  the  officer  to  be 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  plan.  The  motion 
was  voted  on  and  passed. 

Article  8.  Mr.  Jensen  moved  and  was  seconded  that  the 
School  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$343,650.00  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  of  school  district  officers  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  the  statutory  obligation  of  the  district,  and  less 
the  amount  raised  by  Federal  or  State  aid. 

The  Moderator  Pro-Tem  then  recognized  Mr.  Jensen  who 
spoke  in  behalf  of  the  budget.  After  some  discussion  the 
motion  was  voted  on  and  passed. 

Article  9.  Mr.  Pailes  moved  and  was  seconded  that  Arti- 
cle 9  be  tabled.  The  motion  was  voted  on  and  passed. 

Article  10.  Mr.  Jensen  moved  and  was  seconded  that 
the  meeting  adjourn.  The  motion  was  voted  on  and  defeated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
Jerome  F.  Melvin 

1973  was  a  most  eventful  year  for  the  Brentwood  School 
District  with  the  opening  of  the  new  school  addition  on  Sept- 
ember 5,  1973. 

Despite  the  late  arrival  of  carpeting  and  the  completion 
of  other  work,  the  new  addition  to  the  school  opened  on 
time  and  was  received  enthusiastically  by  approximately  two 
hundred  and  fifteen  boys  and  girls. 

The  addition  which  contains  six  classrooms  and  a  large 
resource  center  should  hopefully  meet  our  educational  space 
needs  for  some  time  to  come.  As  the  result  of  contributions 
from  interested  citizens  in  the  community,  budgeted  funds, 
and  an  award-winning  media  grant  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  the  number  of  books  and  materials  in 
the  resource  center  has  increased  significantly  during  the 
past  six  months. 

During  the  past  year,  the  educational  needs  committee 
made  recommendations  concerning  the  utilization  of  the 
entire  school,  as  well  as  equipment  and  furniture  require- 
ments for  the  new  addition.  Plans  call  for  this  group  to 
start  work  on  the  development  of  long-range  and  short-term 
goals  for  the  Brentwood  School  District.  As  stated  in  last 
year's  report,  such  goals  will  help  the  Board  and  the  staff  to 
plan  ahead  for  the  remaining  years  of  this  decade. 

New  Principal,  Edmund  J.  Chmielewski,  in  his  annual 
report,  noted  that  several  programs  have  either  been  im- 
plemented or  further  developed  during  the  past  year. 

In  the  primary  grades,  he  reports,  a  new  reading  pro- 
gram was  initiated  in  the  district.  The  program  was  chosen 
because  of  its  personalized  approach  that  allows  children  to 
learn  at  their  own  pace  through  a  series  of  successful  learn- 
ing experiences  or  levels.  Primary  grade  math  also  used  this 
approach.  In  the  near  future,  plans  call  for  all  students  to  be 
working  in  math  and  reading  levels. 

The  science  program  developed  by  the  American  Asso- 
ciation for  the  Advancement  of  Science  is  now  being  used 
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in  the  first  three  grades.  Since  the  program  is  sequential  in 
scope,  kits  for  each  successive  grade  will  be  ordered  each 
year  until  the  program  is  fully  implemented. 

Mr.  Chmielewski  concludes  his  report  by  thanking  the 
community  for  the  strong  support  that  it  has  given  the  school 

throughout  the  past  year.  In  addition  to  working  as  class- 
room aides,  several  townspeople  painted  four  classrooms  and 
the  hall  area  last  summer. 

The  financial  frustrations  of  attempting  to  provide 
quality  education  in  a  state  which  ranks  last  among  all  fifty 
as  regards  state  aid  to  local  communities  continues  to  plague 
us.  One  cannot  but  be  impressed  by  the  sacrifices  of  our  local 
citizens  who  assume  the  burden  of  supporting  their  local 
schools  almost  entirely  through  property  tax  dollars. 

As  in  the  past,  our  average  per  pupil  costs  for  both  the 
AREA  Junior  High  School  and  the  AREA  Senior  High 
School  compare  most  favorably  with  other  New  Hampshire 
secondary  schools.  The  tuition  rate  for  1974—75  as  an- 
nounced by  the  Exeter  School  Board  and  approved  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education: 

AREA  Junior  High  School 

Estimated  per  pupil  costs  for  1973-74    $    821.18 

Rental  charges  42.82 

Tuition  for  74-75-JHS       $    864.00 

AREA  Senior  High  School 

Estimated  per  pupil  costs  for  1974-75      $    963.42 

Rental  charges  43.58 

Tuition  for  74-75-SHS      $1,007.00 

These  estimated  per  pupil  costs  for  1973-74,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  AREA  contract,  are  the  basis  for  determining 
tuition  rates  for  the  1974-75  school  year.  A  rental  charge  is 
added  to  complete  the  tuition  cost. 

The  latest  New  Hampshire  junior  and  senior  high  school 
average  per  pupil  costs,  based  on  the  1972-73  school  year, 
are  $857.00  and  $931.00,  respectively.  Thus,  the  comparative 
state  costs  are  two  years  behind  the  AREA  tuition  figures 
for  the  1974-75  school  year. 

In  November  1973,  the  Exeter  School  Board  requested 
a  month's  delay  from  the  State  Board  of  Education  so  that

a  plan  for  the  establishment  of  the  Exeter  School  District 
as  a  single  supervisory  union  could  be  presented  at  the  Dec- 
ember meeting  of  the  State  Board.  This  request  was  denied. 

Consequently,  at  the  Supervisory  Union  16  joint  boards 
annual  financial  meeting  in  December,  board  members  from 
the  six  school  districts  voted  to  form  two  committees.  One 
committee  would  study  the  possibility  of  adding  an  addi- 
tional administrator  to  the  central  office  staff  while  the  se- 
cond committee  would  be  charged  with  developing  a  plan 
for  the  reorganization  of  Supervisory  Union  16.  Since  that 
time,  the  joint  boards  have  employed  Mr.  Jason  Boynton, 
from  the  New  Hampshire  School  Boards'  Association,  as  a 
planning  consultant. 

Regardless  of  any  recommendations  that  might  be 
made  and  any  possible  future  actions,  I  beileve  that  the 
joint  boards  have  acted  wisely  in  collectively  trying  to  solve 
their  mutual  problems.  Hopefully,  such  recommendations 
will  prove  beneficial  to  all  s!<  school  districts  and  result  in 
improved  central  office  operating  efficeincy. 

There  were  five  full-time  and  one  half-time  staff  mem- 
bers new  to  the  Swasey  Central  School  in  1973.  Five  were 
replacements  and  one  was  an  additional  teacher  to  fill  a  new 
position.  Mr.  Robert  Mooers  replaces  Mr.  Sargent  as  the  new 
maintenance  man/custodian.  The  present  staff  and  their 
respective   assignments   are    listed    below:

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATOR 
Daniel  C.  Durgin 

It  is  not  surprising  that  we  often  feel  the  significance 
of  change  since,  as  someone  once  said,  "change  is  all  around 
us."  In  reviewing  various  reports  printed  in  the  1973  School 
District  Report,  I  noted  with  interest  the  number  of  admin- 
istrators and  board  members  who  mentioned  the  many 
changes  which  had  occurred  during  the  previous  year.  I 
would  like  to  mention  two  or  three  of  the  newer  develop- 
ments in  our  system. 
Facilities 

The  students  and  staff  of  the  Brentwood  School  District, 
upon  their  return  to  school  in  September,  were  pleased  to 
find  the  new  addition  to  the  Swasey  School  ready  for  their 
occupancy.  The  new  facility  consists  of  six  classrooms  and  a 
large  resource  center.  It  is  electrically  heated  and  boasts 
carpeting  throughout.  It  is  a  most  attractive  and  functional 
facility  and  one  in  which  the  town's  citizens  can  take  extreme 
pride.  Noteworthy  too  is  the  fact  that  the  total  cost  ran  under 
$18  per  square  foot  which  was  the  lowest  per  square  foot 
cost  for  schools  in  the  state  for  1973. 

In  June  the  officers  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  16  were 
relocated  to  the  Main  Street  School  Annex  in  Exeter.  Our 
new  location  offers  the  Union  staff  an  enlarged  facility  with 
ample  rooms  for  equipment  and  storage  of  supplies  and 
administrative  records. 

In  August,  the  voters  of  Exeter  approved  the  purchase 
of  36  acres  of  land  located  just  south  of  the  Junior-Senior 
High  site.  This  acreage  is  flat,  relatively  dry  land  and  will  be 
developed  for  athletic  fields.  At  present,  a  committee  is  at 
work  formulating  recommendations  for  presentation  to  the 
Exeter  School  Board. 

Economy 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  a  word  about 
the    dramatic    changes   in    our   economy   and    its   impact  on 
our  schools.  Recent  months  have  brought  rapid  increases  in 
costs  of  many  materials  and  supplies  used  in  the  operation  of 
our  schools.   Most  noteworthy  in  this  category  are  fuel  oil 
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and  school  paper.  Prices  for  certain  types  of  both  commodi- 
ties have  more  than  doubled  jDver  the  past  year.  This  not 
only  makes  budget  forecasting  extremely  difficult,  but  it 
places  extreme  and  unpredictable  pressure  on  current  bud- 
gets. All  of  us,  I  am  sure,  share  the  same  hope  that  the  rapid 
escalation  in  prices  of  essential  goods  will  level  off  and,  hope- 
fully, decline. 

Personnel 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  mention  something  that 
does  not  change,  and  that  is  the  efficiency  and  dedication 
of  our  support  personnel.  I  fear  at  times,  we  tend  to  overlook 
the  contribution  of  these  individuals  as  they  continue  to 
perform  their  important  duties  in  a  quiet  and  efficient  man- 
ner. Therefore,  I  would  like  to  thank  them  all  publicly  for 
their  dedicated  service  to  their  respective  school  districts  and 
Supervisory  Union  No, 16.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  School  Board  of 
Brentwood: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  school 
Health  Program  at  Swasey  Central  School  for  the  School 
Year  1972-1973. 

School  Health  services  cover  all  efforts  of  the  school 
program  to  conserve,  protect  and  improve  the  health  of 
the  school  population  through  activities  and  procedures  such 
as  medical  and  dental  examinations;  follow-up  of  health 
examinations;  encouragement  and  assistance  in  plans  for  the 
correction  of  defects;  health  counseling;providing  emergency 
care  for  the  sick  and  injured,  and  provisions  for  the  identifi- 
cation, care  and  follow-up  of  handicapped  and  exceptional 
children,  and  those  with  learning  disabilities. 

Routine   procedures   conducted   throughout  the  year 
include  the  following:  All  pupils  in  all  grades  were  weighed 
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and  measured.  There  were  vision  and  hearing  tests,  and  re- 
tests  when  needed.  Referrals  are  made  when  any  defects  are 
found.  Health  records  for  all  pupils  were  reviewed  and  im- 
munizations updated. 

Dr.  George  Storm,  school  physician,  conducted  physical 
exams  for  fourth  grade  pupils.  T.B.  testing  was  administered 
by  the  school  nurse  to  all  school  personnel.  A  pre-school 
clinic  was  held  in  May  for  entering  first  graders  with  Dr. 
Storm.  School  nurses,  the  dental  hygienist  and  volunteers 
were  present  to  carry  out  necessary  procedures. 

A  dental  clinic  for  children  in  need  of  dental  care  was 
held  in  cooperation  with  Dr.  Pawlak's  office  in  Exeter.  A 
complete  dental  program  with  films,  demonstrations,  and 
experiments  was  presented  to  all  third  graders  by  the  school 
nurse. 

In  March,  I  assisted  Mr.  Goyette  in  the  introduction  of 
a  Drug  Study  Program  for  the  sixth  grade.  Speakers  and  films 
were  presented  as  additional  resource  material. 

Each  year  a  film  on  feminine  hygiene  is  shown  to  the 
fifth  and  sixth  grade  girls  followed  by  discussion  groups.  Some 
grades  had  a  film  and  discussion  on  how  their  eyes  work  and 
the  care  that  should  be  used  in  protection  of  their  eyes.  Sixth 
graders  also  were  familiarized  with  first  aid  techniques.  Stu- 
dents received  instruction  in  mouth-to-mouth  resuscitation 
using  the  resuscitator  doll. 

This  year  health  instruction  will  be  initiated  in  Union 
No.  16  Schools  for  all  children.  Swasey  Central  School  will 
be  incorporating  this  program  in  January.  The  Scott  Fores- 
man  Health  Series  will  be  used.  As  school  nurse,  I  will  act  as 
a  resource  person  assisting  teachers  in  obtaining  health  mater- 
ials to  aid  in  curriculum  development  of  health  classes,  as 
well  as  teaching  some  units. 

I  wish  to  thank  everyone  for  their  kind  assistance  and 
cooperation   in  our  strivings  to  continue  and  improve  the 
School  Health  Program.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TEACHER  CONSULTANT 

BRENTWOOD  -  January,  1974 

by  Frederick  B.  King 

Much  is  happening  in  our  elementary  schools  since  our 
last  report.  Our  Title  I  ESEA  Learning  Disability  project  has 
been  extended  to  include  Brentwood  children.  Though  the 
time  is  limited  for  the  LD  specialist  to  work  in  the  schools, 
she  has  done  much  testing  and  we  have  discovered  there  are 
a  number  of  children  who  need  help  in  overcoming  some 
learning  problems.  It  is  hoped  we  can  expand  the  services 
for  1974-75  school  year. 

Through  Title  II  ESEA  Special  Grant  we  have  received 
$4500  worth  of  reading  kits  and  special  materials  to  give  us 
more  ways  of  working  with  children  in  reading.  The  new 
resource  center  makes  an  ideal  location  for  these  materials.  At 
this  writing,  we  are  planning  teacher  in-service  programs  for 
Brentwood  in  the  use  of  these  materials  as  well  as  a  reading 
workshop  to  be  conducted  in  the  early  Spring. 

New  reading  materials  are  beginning  to  appear  in  most 
of  our  classrooms.  A  new  math  program  is  underway  and  a 
primary  science  program  has  already  reached  out  to  give 
pupils  in  the  lower  grades  opportunities  to  discover  and  ex- 
plore the  fascinating  world  of  science. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  change  in  our  elementary 
school  program  is  the  change  to  more  emphasis  on  individual 
needs  and  the  adoption  of  a  "levels"  approach  in  our  reading 
and  mathematics.  This,  of  course,  resulted  in  a  new  report- 
ing system  to  parents.  The  levels  approach  allows  for  more 
variations  in  the  instructional  program.  These  affect  what  the 
student  learns,  how  rapidly  he  learns,  and  how  he  goes  about 
learning. 

Much  of  the  Fall  has  been  spent  in  working  with  the 
staff  in  making  changes  which  will  result  in  more  attention 
to  the  individual  child,  more  careful  planning  of  what  is  to 
be  taught,  and  a  more  thorough  job  of  assessing  how  well 
the  student  is  grasping  the  skills  taught.  There  is  much  yet 
to  be  done.  At  this  writing  only  the  primary  grades  have 
made  the  necessary  transition  to  the  "Levels"  approach. 
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I  am  convinced  that,  with  our  new  resource  center, 
Learning  Disabilities  Project,  new  reading  program,  and  a 
better  system  of  accounting  for  student  learning,  we  are 
well  on  the  road  to  fulfilling  education's  ultimate  goal— that 
of  helping  each  child  to  achieve  his  full  potential.  I  feel  this 
concentration  of  effort  in  the  elementary  years  will  pay  us 
many  future  dividends  by  giving  us  a  better  prepared  stu- 
dent with  a  more  positive  attitude  in  the  secondary  school. 

One  of  the  exciting  things  about  working  in  education 
is  that  one  is  constantly  seeking  newer  and  better  ways  to 
reach  more  children.  After  twelve  years  in  S.U.  No.  16,  I  can 
say  we  have  made  many  changes  and  yet  I  can  see  that  there 
is  much  to  do,  much  that  can  be  improved,  and  I  look  to  the 
day  when  I  can  honestly  say  we  are  doing  the  very  best  we 
can  for  every  child  who  goes  through  the  public  schools  of 
this  community.
